Seem Like Fun NoMeon.

The oddities which have characterized 


noted people have often been told, but 
it is certainly amusing to recall them at 
random and to compare one with anoth- 
er, to observe how some great results 
seemed brought about by the most tri- 
fling means, and to know in what pecul- 
iarities men of letters, of art, music and 
the'dramrfhave sought inspiration. Sher- 
idan could do nothing without his bottle 
of champagne, and Gluck, the composer 
and favorite of Marie Antoinette, was of 
the same temperament. When Dr. John- 
eon desired to sit down to some impor- 
tant literary work, he first ate greedily 
of boiled mutton, his favorite dish, while 
roast pig would at any time send Charles 
Lamb into ecstasies. ByWttnaJrWved 
himself to reduce his physical propor- 
tions and to stimulate his brain, while 
Sir Isaac Newton lived on bread, water 
and vegetables alone, when he wanted to 
perform his best mental work. Macready, 
the famous tragedian, was remarkable in 
this respect, and would not touch food 
for many hours preceding one of his 
grand histrionic efforta. 


Eugene Sue would not sit down to 


write except in kid gloves, and never 
wore tift same pair twice. It was said of 
him tholi he .used and threw away a 
grass of kids in writing the Mysteries of 
Fans, i This was a peculiarity also of 
die great painter Outdo Beni, the grand 
artist of the Vatican, who would not 
touch pencil or brush except In full dress. 


In what strong contrast was this to 


Sacchini, the distinguished composer, 
whose inspiration only came to him when 
he was In undress, with his favorite cats, 
they sitting upon bis table and shoulders 
white he wrote. 
' 
Pope was a great epicure, cautious 


with wine, but an elaborate «ater, while 
Addison, the master of English style, 
could not open his mouth in company 
until he had fortified himself with strong 
drink. Poor Burns lived on whisky and 
tobacco; Moore, Willis, Dickens and 
Jerrold all shortened their livel by free 
living. 


The temptations besetting such men 


are always remarkable, and form some 
excuse for any seeming excess. Haydn 
sought inspiration from strong coffee, of 
which he drank immoderately, and Gold- 
smith thought that he obtained a mental 
stimulus and healthful physical tonic 
from the profuse consumption of sassa- 
fras tea. Dr. Shaw, who edited Bacon's, 
works, nearly killed himself by drinking 
strong green tea, without which he said 
ha could not perform his literary task. 


Walter Scott had a singular fancy 
that he could compose poetry better after 
eating of game, and for this reason made 
broiled hare a favorite and frequent dish. 
It is well known that Lainartine used to 
cultivate his poetic and literary fancy 
by every possible means, some of which 
were eveu of. a questionable moral char- 
acter. He always fasted every tenth 
day to clear out both stomach and brain, 
as he declared. 
Some apparent eccentricities, of course, 


are pure affectations, but it is only such 
as are authentic and which have passed, 
as it were, in part »nd parcel of the in- 
dividual to which we hen refer. 


It certainly seems like pure nonsense, 


and yet Schiller could not compose un- 
less surrounded by thd flavor of decayed 
apples, with which he kept his drawers 
half full. Milton had one indulgence, 
tolMCCO, and when arranging hit thoughts 
in the glorious forms in which they have 
been handed down to us, he called for 
his pipe. 
Sidiere, the famous Italian composer, 


would not ait down to his task until he 
saw a large dish of sweetmeats and can- 
dies by his side, of which he •partook 
constantly during his labors. Spontini, 
another Italian composer of equal fume, 
could only compose m a dark room, <lir 
tating to another person. This r«-nl- 
the habit of Bacon, who did all lit" i 
< 
ary work in a very small apartment oc 
cause, as he said, it helped him tn 
com- 


pose his thoughtsi Mohere wrote on his 
knees, sitting so close to the fire ah to 
scorch himself constantly- There is 
something very fine and poetical in the 
manner 19 which Mozart prepared

self to compose his music, seeking inspi- 
ration by reading his favorite poet* and 
classic authors, especially Dante and Pe- 
trarch, while Mehul, who wrote forty 
successful operas, only asked as a stimu- 
lus the perfume of roses.

genius is subject to the same laws n hich 
regulate the production of cotton and 
molasses.
